in Toronto in October, two different workshops in each of the 
cities it visits. The Monitoring Workshop Committee will meet with 
women's groups to make them aware of monitoring techniques, and 
advise them of effective methods of action in dealing with the 
problems of sexist stereotyping. This workshop committee will be 
co-chaired by Gail Newall, a im worker from Markham, Ontario, 
and Frangoise Gagnon, Secretary-Treasurer and Administrator of 
Sajolin Ltd. from Joliette, Quebec. The Public Action Workshop 

to which the Committee will invite members of the advertising 
community, manufacturers, educators, religious leaders and members 
of government, is designed to sensitize these groups to the problems 
inherent in sexist stereotyping. This workshop committee will be 
co-chaired by Mary-Jane Palmer, Director, Women's Creative Services 
for Vickers and Benson in Toronto, and Yolande Bonenfant of Quebec 
City. Ms. Bonenfant has been involved in numerous women's 


activities at the national level. 


Other members of the Committee will assist those heading 


the action program in each of their regions. 


The Committee will meet next in Charlottetown, P.E.I., August 
25 and 26, to finalize the content of the survey, and establish 


the format of the workshops.
